Money fulfills the first function best 
when all its parts circulate at a parity; 
when its value is uniform in all parts 
of tho country; when it can be conven- 
iently handled in any sum; and when it 
can be-used in international trade. The 
present money of the United States, 
composed of gold, greenbacks and of 
bank notes, silver and silver certificates 
.kept at a parity with gold, has all the 
qualities of a medium o£ exchange, anc 
nobody finds fault with it. But as a 
standard of value it shows the gravest 
defects; while it is sound "money,", it is 
not honest nioney. 


Thomas B. Reed makes a tremendous 
mistake when he says a fixed-value oi 
the dollar interferes with the medium 
of exchange. If you pile enough value 
on the dollar .you can purchase any 
quantity. If Heed.had hired a meadow 
li-orn some one on the conditions of tak- 
ing away twenty loads of hay a year, I

Reed says 
justly too, that more hay rakes does 
not make more hay, but I will show you 
that more nioney begets more wealth

$100 formerly would—that is the pur- 
chasing power of gold has increased 06 2-3 
per cent. If this application were uni- 
form it would be equivalent to an annual 
increase in the value of the unit of about 
2% per cent. Of course the movement has 
been irregular. In periods of prosperity 
prices have run along on-a'level, only to 
crash down-suddenly, when the-commer- 
cial crisis arrived. It is therefore fair 
.to assume that1 as the gold -standard has

In .this way special causes, wheth- 
er of time or of product, -are largely neu- 
tralized anil general results are obtained 
having values as indicative of the under- 
lying law controlling th-e movement of 
prices. This method 'of inquiry is toy 
means of a system of "index -numbers." 
T.hus, the price ot each comm-oa-ity chos- 
en is averaged for a certain number of 
years, and that average Is called 100. If, 
as is done by the London. Economist 
newspaper, twenty-two c^mmrodities "oe 
used, the sum of these averages is, of 
course 2200. Then for any other y-ear with 
which comparison is sought, the price of 
eaoh commodity is ascertained and is set 
flown at so -many points above or be- 
low 100, according to -the percentage of 
its rise or fall, as the case may be. These 
are then added and the total exceeds 2200 
prices are higher than in the years used 
as a standard; If the total is less than 
2200»prices are lower. By dividing the to- 
tals by the number of commodities an 
expression is obtained on the scale -of 100 
which is conveniently used in- investiga- 
tion.

In agriculture the period in question 


saw the perfection oi the plow, the 
seeding machine, the grain drill, and 
the mowing machine. The llrst suc- 
cessful reaper was McCorrnlck's Inven- 
tion in 1834, improved in 1S47, and first 
attracting general attention a.1 tho 
London World's Pair of 1851, where it 
took the gold medal, and from whic: 
time it came rapidly into use. Betwee 
1851 and 1876 nearly SiOOO patents were 
taken out in this country alone for har-

and their attachments. The

tions named had nothing; like the sig- 
nificance for agriculture which the de- 
vices that came in from ISIJO to 1873 
had. To this period also belongs the 
beginning of scientific agriculture and 
the use of imported and manufactured 
fertilizers on a large scale, the syste- 
matic and general breeding of cattle, 
horse and sheep, and the inauguration 
and considerable development ot the 
cheese-factory system.

medium of exchange to which 


pi-lees had once accommodated them- 
selves would discharge sufficiently well 
the mere function of a medium of ex- 
change. Bui when viewed as a mea- 
sure of the value of all othor things it 
is of the very greatest importance that 
the money unit remain as nearly un- 
varyiing as possible in value over long 
periods of time. When a man loans 
another a sum of money he loans a cer- 
tain quantity of purchasing power, -for 
that Is what money is. Now, absolute 
justice would require that when, the 
oan Is repaid it should stand for the 
same purchasing power as before. But, 
f, meantime, mopoy has depreciated— 
that Is, 'If prices have risen—the same 
lomlnal sum when repaid has less pur- 
chasing power than when borrowed 
and the lender or creditor really re- 
ceives less than ho loaned, the borrow- 
er or debtor profiting by the difference 
On the othei hand, if money rises in 
purchasing power between the making 
of the loan and the repayment, so that 
the borrower has to find more com- 
modities with which to Buy tho money 
to pay Ijack than the money would buy 
for him when he borrowed It, then he 
loses the difference and the money len- 
der makes It.
